A long article recently appeared in the Southern Literary Messenger, ia 
| which many very plausible reasons are given tor believing that the famous 
was no other than Michael Ru- 


g the 


| Marshal Ney, ‘* the bravest of the brave,” 
dolph, of Lee’s Legion, which corps did such effective service durin 
Revolutionary War. 

Rudolph was born at Elkton, in Maryland, and his parents either were 
Germa rof German extraction. He joined the American army as a 
common soldier, when he was little over sixteen years of age. Wuen he 
first arrested attention, he was a captain in Lee’s celebrated regiment 
which was made up of picked men 

‘In 1779, he was chosen as the leader of the forlorn hope when the Brit- 
ish post at Paulus Hook was to be attacked. This post was held by a strong 
body of British and Hessians, under the command of Major Southerland 
It lay in full view of the British garrison at New York, and, under suc! cir 

cumstances, it argued no little audacity in the assailants to attempt it. 
the attempt was successful. The fort was taken by surprise and storm, 
and the conduct of Rudolph, at tne head of the assailiag party, amply justi 
fied the confidence of his commander.” 

In a short time after, Rudolph was raised to the rank of Major; and lur- 
ing the remainder of the war, his conduct, it is said, was distinguished by 
remarkable daring, and a great fondness for stratagems. 

The next place where Rudolph is found, isin tne war against the Indians, 
in 1793. He commanded the cavalry under Wayne, and maintained his 
high reputation.

I could not 
comprehend the admonition which my innocent and most faithiul friend 
yvave me, and | have sacrificed him for his zeal. He only Wished to in- 
form me of my mistake, and he has paid for his fidelity with his life.” 

Instantly he turned his horse, and went off with full gallop to the place 
where he had stopped. He saw with half-averted eyes the scene where the 
tragedy was acted; he perceived the traces of blood as he proceeded ; he 
was oppressed and distracted ; but in vain did he look for his dog: he was 
not on the road. At last he arrived at the spot where he had alighted. But 
what were his sensations! His heart was ready to bleed ; he execrated him- 
self in the madness of despair. The poor dog, unable to follow his dear 
but cruel master, had determined to consecrate his last moments to his ser- 
He had crawled, all bloody as he was, to the forgotten bag, and, in 
the agonies of death, he lay watching beside it. When he saw his master, 
he still testified his joy by the wagging of his tail. He could do no more; 
he tried to rise, but his strength was gone. The vital tide was ebbing fast 
—even the caresses of his master could not prolong his fate for a few mo- 
ments. He stretched out his tongue to lick his hand that was now fondling 
him in the agonies of regret, as if to seal forgiveness of the deed that had 
deprived him of life. He then cast a look of kindness on his master, and 
closed his eyes in death. 

A less tragical instance of this kind of fidelity occurred some years ago 
in England. <A gentleman of Suffolk, on an excursion with his friend, was 
attended by a Newfoundland dog, which soon became the subject of conver- 
sation. The master, attera warm enlogium upon the perfections of his ca- 
nine favorite, assured his companion that he would, upon receiving the 
order, return and fetch any article he should leave behind, from any distance. 
To confirm this assertion, a marked shilling was put under a large square 
stone by the side of the road—being first shown to thedog. The gentleman 
then rode for three miles, when the dog received his signal from the master 
to return for the shilling he had put under the stone. The dog turned back 
—the gentlemen rode on, and reached home; but, to their surprise and 
astonishment, the hitherto faithtul messenger did not return during the 
day. 

It afterwards appeared that he ha@ gone to the place where the shilling 
was deposited, but the stone being too large for his streng{h to remove, he 
had stayed howling at the place, till two horsemen riding by, and attracted 
by his seeming distress, stopped to look at him, when one of them alight- 
ing removed the stone, and seeing the shilling, put it in his pocket, not at the 
time conceiving it to be the object of the dog’s search. The dog followed 
their horses tor twenty miles, remained undisturbed in the room where they 
supped, followed the chambermaid into the bedchamber, and secreted him- 
self under one of the beds. The possessor of the shilling hung his trousers 
upon a nail by the bedside ; but when the travellers were both alseep, the 
dog took them in his mouth, and leaping out of the window, which was 
left open on account of.the sultry heat, reached the house of his master at 
four o'clock in tke morning with the prize he had raade free with, in the 
pocket of which were found a watch and money, that were returned upon 
being advertised, when the whole mystery was mutually unravelled, to the 
admiration of all parties.

~~ ANECDOTES OF SHEPHERDS’ DOGS. 

One of the most striking instances which we have heard of the sagacity 
and personel attachment in the shepherd’s dog, occurred about halt a cen- 
tury ago among the Grampian mountains. In one of his excursions to his 
distant flocks in these high pasturages, a shepherd happened to carry along 
with him one of his children, an intant about three years old. After tra- 
versing his pasture for some time, attended by his dog, the shepherd found 
himself under the necessity of ascending a summit at some distance, to have 
a more extensive view of his range. As the ascent was too fatiguing for 
the child, he left him ona small plain at the bottom, with strict injunctions 
not to stir from it tili his return. Searcely, however, had he gained the sum- 
mit, when the horizon was suddenly darkened by one of those impenetra- 
ble mists which trequently descend so rapidly amidst these mountains, as, 
in the space of a few minutes, almost to turn day into night. The anxious 
father instantly hastened back to find his child; but, owing to the unusual 
darkness, and his own trepidation, he unfortunately missed his way in the 
descent. After a fruitless search of many hours amongst the dangerous 
morasses and cataracts with which these mountains abound, he was at length 
overtaken by night. Still wandering on without knowing whither, he at 
length came to the verge of the mist, and, by the light of the moon, dis- 
covered that he had reached the bottom of his valley, and was within a short 
distance of his cottage. To renew the search that night was equally fruit- 
less and dangerous. He was therfore obliged to return to his cottage, hav- 
ing lost both his child and his dog, which had attended him faithtully for 
years. 

Next morning by daybreak, the shepherd, accompanied by a band of his 
neighbors, set out in search of his child; but, after a day spent in fruitless 
fatigue, he was at last compelled, by the approach of night, to descend from 
the mountain. On returning to his cottage, he found that the dog, which 
had been lost the day betore, had been home, and, on receiving a piece «— 
cake, had instantly gone off again. For several successive days the shep- 
herd renewed the search for his child; and, on receiving his usual allow- 
ance of cake, had instantly disappeared. Struck with this singular circum- 
stance, he remained at home one cay, and when the dog as usual departed 
with his piece of cake, he resolved to follow him, and find out the cause of 
his strange procedure. The dog led the way to a cataract, at some distance 
from the spot where the shepherd had lett his child. The banks of the ca- 
taract, almost joined at the top, yet separated by an abyss of immense depth, 
presented that appearance which so often astonishes and appals the travel- 
lers who frequent the Grampian mountains, and indicates that these stu- 
penduous chasms sere not the silent work of time, but the sudden effect of 
some violent convulsion of the earth. Down one ef these rugged and al-

the slightest signal, his sagacity in acting in cases of emergency on his own 
responsibility, make him the paragon of the brute creation. James Hogg, 
who possessed the best opportunities of studying the character of the shep- 


' herd’s dog, mentions that he at one time had a dog, called Sirrah, an ani- | 


mal of a sullen disposition. and by no means favorable appearance, which 
was an extraordinary adept in managing a flock. One ot his exploits was 
as follows :— 

About seven hundred lambs, which were once under his care at wean- 
ing-time, broke up at midnight, and scampered off in three divisions across 
the hills, in spite of all that the Shepherd and an assistant lad could do to 
keep themtogether. ‘* Sirrah,” cried the Shepherd in great affliction, ‘* my 
man, they’re a’ awa.”

off in quest of the recreant flock. Meanwhile the Shepherd and his com- 


| panion did not fail to doall that was in their own power to recover their lost 


charge ; they spent the whole night in scouring the hills for miles around ; 
but of neither the lambs nor Sirrah could they obtain the slightest trace. — 
«It was the most extraordinary circumstance,” says the Shepherd, * that 
had ever occurred in the annals of the pastoral life. We had nothing for 
it (day having dawned) but to return to our master, and inform him that we 
had lost his whole flock of lambs, and knew not what was become of one of 
them. On our way home, however, we discovered a body ot lambs at the 
bottom of a deep ravine, called the Flesh Clench, and the indefatigable Sir- 
rah standing in front of them, looking all around for some relief, but still 
standing true to his charge. The sun was then up; and when we first came 
in view of them, we concluded that it was one of the divisions of the lambs 
which Sirrah had been unable to manage, until he came to that command- 
ing situation. But what was our astonishment when we discovered 
by degrees that not one of the whole flock was wanting! How he had got 
all the divisions collected in the dark, is beyond my comprehension. The 


charge was left entirely to himself from midnight until the rising of the | 


sun; and if all the shepherds in the forest had been there to have assisted 
him, they could not have effected it with greater propriety. All that I can 
farther say is, that J never felt so grateful to any creature below the sun, as 
I did to my honest Sirrah that morning.” 

In the execution of such duties the Shepherd’s dog, as may be supposed, 
does not weigh moral considerations. His purpose is to serve his master, 
whether right or wrong, though, when employed on guilty objects, he is 
probably not ignorant that his work is of a clandestine nature which it would 
not be faithful to disclose, Among the narratives which still entertain the 
fireside circle in Tweeddale, one of the most remarkable refers to an extra- 
ordinary case of sheep-stealing, in which a Shepherd’s dog was a subordi- 
nate though most active agent. The case occurred in the year 1772. 

A young farmer in the neighborhood of Innerleithen, whose circumstances 
were supposed to be good, and who was connected with many of the best 
storefarming families in the country, had been tempted to commit some ex- 
tensive depredations upon the flocks of his neighbors, in which he was as- 
sisted by his shepherd. The pastoral farms of Tweeddale, which general- 
ly consist of each of a certain range of hilly ground, had in those days no 
enclosures ; their boundaries were indicated only by the natural features of 
the country. The sheep were accordingly liable to wander, and to become 
intermixed with each other; and at every reckoning of a flock, a certain 
allowance was made for contingencies. 

For some time Mr. William Gibson, tenant in Newby, an extensive farm 
stretching from the neighborhood of Peebles to the borders of Selkirkshire, 
had remarked a surprising increase in the amount of his annwal losses. He 
questioned his shepherds severely, taxed them with carelessness in picking 
up and bringing home the dead, and plainly intimated that he conceived some 
unfair dealing to be in progress. The men finding themselves thus exposed 








to suspicions of a very painful kind, were as much chagrined as the worthy 
farmer himself, and kept their minds alive to every circumstance which 
might tend to afford any elucidation of the mystery. 

One day, while they were summering their lambs, the eye of a very acute 
old shepherd named Hyslop was caugnt by a black-taced ewe which they 
had formerly missed (tor the shepherds generally know every particular 
member of their flocks), and which was now suckling its own lamb as if it 
had never been absent. On inspecting it carefully, it was found to bear an 
additional birn upon its face. Every farmer, it must be mentioned, im- 
presses with a hot iron a particular letter upon the faces of his sheep, as a 
means of distinguishing his own from those of his neighbors. Mr. Gibson’s 
birn was the letter T, and this was found distinctly enough impressed on the 
face of the ewe. But above this mark there was an O, which was known to 
be the mark of the tenant of Wormiston, the individual already mentioned. 
it was immediately suspected that this and the other missing sheep had been 
abstracted by that person: a suspicion which derived strength froin the re- 
ports of the neighboring shepherds, by whom, It appeared, the black-faced 
ewe had beeu tracked for a considerable way in a direction leading froin 
Wormiston to Newby. It was indeed ascertained that instinctive affection 
tor her lamb had led this animal across the Tweed, and over the lofty heights 
between Cailzie and Newby; a route of very considerable difficulty, and 
probably quite different from that by which she had been led away, but the 
most direct that could have been taken.

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A Man Killed by a Panther.—The Jersey Shore Republican contains a long 
account of the death of Dr. Riennald, formerly of Williamsport. It appears 


from the statement that he was a respectable German physician, and resided | , 


in Liberty, Tioga county, Pa. He was found dead ina small valley of the 
Blockhouse Fork Creek, on Sunday the 24th ult. He had left his residence 
in the Blockhouse, on the morning of the 22d of December, with the intention 
of visiting a patient who resided on Little Pine Creek. The whole woods 
through which he had to travel were infested by wild beasts of prey, and it is 
believed that a panther must have attacked him, as he was most shockingly 
mangled. His entire face, with the cheek bones, were torn off; the bone of 
the under jaw was unbroken, but stripped of all its covering. The throat, 
and part of the nght side ef the neck, were torn away, and all the covering 
stripped off the collar bone, down to the bone of the right arm, which was at 
the shoulder laid bare.

It was too evident that 
the fears entertained of her leg, in which she had been complaining, were 
about to be realized. She ran the heat out, however, which was won by 
the Maid of Lodi, Patsey Anthony passing last under the string. In hold- 
ng up, both Castanet and Patsey showed symptoms of lameness, but after 
cooling off, they so far recovered as to justify their being brought again to 
the post for a third heat, with what success, the result will show. 

Third Heat.—Maid of Lodi took the lead, and kept it throughout, win- 
ning the heat easily, Castanet succeeded in securing the second place, 
whilst Patsey Anthony was distanced. 

Immediately onthe decision of the above race, the great event of the

The more we reflect upon the issue of this race, the better satisfied are 
we, that a finer two mile race has never been run on our Course, perhaps 
not in America—we have conversed with many on this subject, conversant 
with the most remarkable events of the Vurt, by whom it is generally cone 


ceded, that they have never known it surpassed in interest, and in the time 
made. It should be recollected that there were four heats, and that each 
heat was closely contested, with only a deviation of time between the fast- 
est and slowest, of six seconds and three quarters, the fastest heat, which 
was the second, having been run in 3:174, and the slowest being the fourth, 
run in 5:54 

The winner pocketed two thousand four hundred and fifty dollars—a 
pretty little crum for our Virginia triends, and which we trust, in addition 
to the inducements we can offer, ‘* of a fair field and no favor,” and the de- 
lights of friendly interchanges, always so acceptable to the heart of a tho- 
rough bred Virginian, will insure an annual visit from them, and subscrip- 
tion to our future takes. 

We are gratified to ascertain from the subscription to the stakes for 3 yr. 
olds, (this being the first year of it,) and in consequenee of the fine race it 
produced, that it will be perpetuated by the Club, and be an annual affair. 
Much credit is due to the gentleman who projected it, Mr. ‘T. H. Hutchin- 
son. It ought to be designated as the Hutchinson Stake in compliment 
to that very zealous, and efficient member of the South Carolina Jockey 
Club. 

A brilliant sun and acheerfulatmosphere again drew to the course yes- 
terday a goodly multitude. The bustle in the town was renewed at an early 
hour in all directions. The Races were fixed to come off as usual at 1 
o’clock, but a little before that time, the assemblage in front of the Grand 
Stand commenced. The busy throng collected in little groups in the en- 
closure, might have been seen, ‘‘ making their books,” as on the previous 
day. Protection was taken frequently against the field. The grey mare 
was known only as a fast thing, and the WAGNER Colt not to be relied on, 
his temper being deemed too wayward to justify co nfidence, and the outlay 
of much upon him. I[t was whispered, he could go if he pleased, but 
having a will of his own, and that a pretty stubborn one, not to be driven, 
success could not be calculated upon, except by a miracle. The following

The Convention mare 
second, and the Wagner colt distanced. At the start the grey mare got off 
sluggishly, by which she lost several lengths; in addition to which, she 
held back so much in the first mile, purposing no doubt to leave something 
for the Wagner colt to do, but finding in the last mile that no Protection 
might be expected from that quarter, she made an effort to reach her oppo- 
nent. She waited too long, however, and could only reach his quarters.— 
Protection in coming out had evidently something to spare, and might have 
won the heat any how, but we think this very doubtful, had the grey mare, 
at the first going off, been better placed and made play earlier. 

Second Heat.—Atter a very even start, they immediately settled down 
to their work, the grey mare altering her tactics this heat, and hanging upon 
the haunches of Protection for the first two miles, when she took the track, 
and the race was up. Protection was found wanting, and could not come 
again when called upon by his Jockey. The grey mare having won the 
heat so easily, Protection was withdrawn. In consequence of her success 
in defeating Protection, she was immediately named .dnti- Tariff—a good 
name, and may it be an earnest of no restrictions upon her future course.

Since our last, we have received our files of foreign papers to the 4th 


inst., and the February magazines. 

The great Veterinary Surgeon, Mr. Youarrt, Editor and joint proprietor 
of “‘ The Veterinarian,” and author of some valuable works on the Horse, 
the Dog, etc., died on the Yth of January, aged 70 years. The following 
obituary is copied from the London ‘ Sporting Magazine” :— 

Death of Mr. Youatt, 

It is with very sincere regret, in which we are sure our readers will join, 
that we have this month to record the decease of one of the most eminent 
and really useful writers on sporting subjects this age has produced. To 
few, indeed, who take an interest in breeding and rearing the most valua- 
ble animals of this country, will it be necessary to descant on the great 
ability or unwearied energy which so long distinguished the works of Mr. 
Youatt. In his profession—that of a veterinary surgeon—he was the first 
to elevate, by his own conduct and example, the art to that rank which at 
present it is so properly allowed, but which a few years since its followers 
scarcely ever aspired to. As editor and joint-proprietor of ‘* The Veteri- 
narian”—the first magazine devoted to that subject—Mr. Youatt had ample 
opportunity of impressing his opinions and suggestions; and it ix not too 
‘much to say that the advance of veterinary knowledge and veterinary 
' ** standing” have been mainly eflected by the managers of that deservedly 

popular periodical. As an author, in the more general sense, Mr. Youatt’s 
' works on the Ox, the Sheep, the Dog, and the Horse, together with his 
most able treatise on Humanity to Brutes, will be the best argument for his 
exceilence. All are marked by the most intimate knowledge of the ani- 
mais themselves, and the most indefatigable research in getting up ‘the 
points” to be expatiated on. Beyond this we would, in alluding to perhaps 
‘the most successful one of all, ‘*‘ The Horse,” call attention to a very rare 
recommendation, and maybe the very key-stone of its success. That Mr. 
Youatt, was really a practical man and a true sportsman, all who knew 
| him, or have ever read him, will readily admit. He evinces it in every 
| place in every one of his works; and yet those very works, from being 
written with a plainness, and an absence of all conceited or over-technical 
‘terms, carry with them, equally entertained and instructed, the most ardent 
of sportsmen and most unsophisticated of ‘* general readers.” In essays on 
purely sporting themes, we must confess the vomenciature of the initiated 
is too apt to ooze out; while veterinary productions, above all others, usus 
ally abound in the language of ** the school.” Mr. N ouatt died on Satur- 
day, Jan. 9., at bis residence in Osnaburgh-place, Regent 3-park, aged 70. 
To his friends, associates, and fellow-men his’ loss can be hardly greater 
than to the whole brute creation, who had, in his life, the most zealous of 
advocates and humane of masters.
